The value of exhibiting tlicm under 
natural conditions will be very great 
When this garden is established, it will 
be the city's nnc-st resort for lecro.itiuii, 
pleasure and instruction. Our charter 
provides that visitors must be admitted 
free during fonr days of the week, one 
of which must be Sunday. 


''A vast amount of preliminary work 


has already been doae. I think that 
;tci,ti<il work on tno grounds will begin 
next autumn. It will not take long to 
m.iie a flno collection. 


"The new garden will not interfere 


in any way with the menagerie in Cen- 
tral park. We have no wish to encroach 
upon it in any way.'' 


Mr. Hornaday was selected as direct- 


or of the new garden upon tho recom- 
mendations of tho leading zoologists of 
Washington and of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History. His work as 
a naturalist began when lie left college 
and entered Professor Ward's natural 
science establishment in Rochester.

was forwarded again, re-erected, exam- 
ined by tlie same official, received his i 
approval and was taken over by the 1 
Russian government. 


Of course in their new tender tho firm 


left an ample margin, and tho official, 
receiving a substantial "tip," approved 
of the same bridge that ho had formerly

Alnmininm Bronze. 


A rule or two is given in The Alumin- 


ium World in regard to obtaining the 
best castings with aluminium bronze, 
in order to avoid the difficulties which 
are so frequently met with in melting- 
An essential point mentioned is the spe- 
cial care to be taken not to overheat the 
inetal, the fact being that, if ifc be heat- 
ed to too high a temperature, the alu- 
minium will oxidize, the oxide which. 
is thus formed making the entire casting 
what artisans term "dirty," and the 
metal will also be spongy from the pres- 
ence of large amounts of occluded gases- 
The scum, too, which floats on top of 
the melted bronze in the crucible must 
be prevented from going into the body 
of the casting, this being practicable by 
providing the casting with suitable skim 
gates. The greatest trouble in making 
bronze castings, however, arises from 
the shrinkage of the metal, which %i 
very great—a difficulty which is over- 
come if tho casting have a large sinking

teaching. . The yarn is steeped in a so- 
lution of hydrogen peroxide to which a 
Jittle ammonia has been added, thereby 
causing the decomposition of the perox- 
ide into water and O-sycen. Tha larrm-. 
being in its nascent state, readily at- 
iarfutfie coloring of the wool ami forms 
a colorless oxidation product. This is a 
permanent white, and should tinting be 
necessary it can be done after the bleach- 
iag. The bleached yam is sometimes 
washed in acidi£ad x,?aKr. J?rois tiise 
to tioie, various additions have been rec- 
ommended for the peroxide bath, but 
•with very little or no advantage. 
The 


bleaching solution is to be kept, alkaline 
—indeed the more alkaline the liqnor 
the quicker is tha osygan liberated:

When they-want breed- 
ing stock from a distance they should 
have it properly crated so as not to come 
in contact with the car, aud it would 
be better to quarantine all auiisalsfrcm 
a distance three weeks before intrcihw- 
ing them to their herds. 'While it might

There seoais to be some hope f-.r wood 


engravers looming in the distance and 
from that quarter from which it wa- 


ed their craft. This is true in a sense, a? 
without; tbe photographer tho preces? 
reproducer is nowhere. But with th« 
multiplication of process blocks has come, 
a dcaire, iu some artistic quarters, to 
rnprove such process block, and so tho 
wood engraver has been called in. Tins 
ins lieeu done for some time past in 
America with a fair measure of sar-cess. 
Any ouo who has taken the trouble to 
look at, tho results obtained OB the print- 
ing press from a tone block, even when 
it has been carefnlly burnished and re- 
touched, and from a tone block which 
has been worked upon by-a skillful wood 
engraver must have been struck by tho 
great difference iu the results obtained. 
The wood engraver, then, may, after all, 
regain somoihins "* "ls 'ss" position 
with those who love first, class work and 
will perhaps cease reviling the iuoffeu- 
civo camera worker.—Amateur Photog- 
rapher.
